Ills SOS signal was relayed to the Count Guard who 
arrived three hours later to tow the boat ashore.

I Andy Cochran, 723 W. Ocean 
I St., lived up to his nickname 
I of "H"andy Andy" when he 
and two companions spent 
more than six hours adrift off 
the shore of Catalina Island. 

What started out to be a 
pleasure jaunt in a 22-foot 
fishing boat across to Catalina 
turned into a -trial of endur­ 
ance when the inboard motor 
conked out.

The engine failure oceured 
about 3 p.m. Monday on the 
way back from the Island, 
where they had already put 
one passenger ashore who was 
suffering from seasickness. 
The remaining trio found 
themselves out on the high 
seas, in extremely rough water 
and fighting a high wind, and 
no hope of starting the engine. 

Plagued by the winds, rough 
swells and with the other two 
men suffering from "mal de 
mcr" Cochran tried in vain to 
siyn.il passing fishing boats.. 

An ex-Navy man, the localilc 
heaved a sigh of relief upon 
spotting two United Slates 
destroyers. Remembering that 
destroyers always keep a look­ 
out man on duty, Cochran put

his nickname into action.
"Handy Andy" found a mir­ 

ror in his tackle box and 
flashed an SOS signal to the 
destroyer. The ship, receiving 
the signal, in turn radioed the 
Coast Guard and a rescue ship 
was on its way.

The trio was picked up about 
9 pjii,, according to Cochran, 
some three hours after being

1 sighted by the destroyer.
Another Torrance man, the 

Rev. Morgan Gates, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, had 
started the voyage with Coch­ 
ran and the others:

' "He was the only lucky one," 
Cochran stated.

"He got seasick when we 
stopped to fish off Catalina, so 
we ran him over to Avalon 
aid he took the steamer back 
home."

1 The rough seas condition 
didn't subside, according lo 
"Handy Andy," .and in addi­ 
tion, a heavy bank of fog 
started to roll in just before 
the Coast Guard arrived.

Despite all the trouble, it 
was a successful trip, Cochran 
said.
